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How Did Room Coolers Sell After July 15? 
Sales ‘Dead’ Until August Heat Wave, Which Helped To Clear 


Inventories In Big Cities; Poor Installations Seen Harmful 


DETROIT—What effect did the 
heat wave that roasted the Midwest 
and Northeast for two weeks late in 
August have on the room cooler in- 
dustry? Did the industry this year 
realize a sales boom after the tradi- 
tional July 15 deadline for room cooler 
sales? 

e For some dealers in the big 
sweltering metropolitan centers, it 
offered a seized-upon opportunity 
to reduce inventories—sometimes 
at sharply slashed prices—which, 
dealers feared, might have to be 
carried over until next year. 
e For dealers in medium size and 
small cities, whether in the heat 
wave zone or not, it made no dif- 
ference. They sold a few units, but 
nothing to get excited about. 
e Southern dealers, who expected 
to sell units on into September any- 
way, found the weather compara- 
tively cool and few takers for their 
merchandise—even at cut prices. 
e Some shoppers took advantage 
of the late heat wave to do some 
sharp dickering on price. They 
seemed to find any number of 
dealers ready to do business at 
cost. Understandably, this did not 
sit well with other dealers still 
trying to realize a profit on their 
inventories. 


Nema Refrigerator Sales 
Top 2 Million In 6 Mos. 


NEW YORK CITY — Refrigerator 
sales for the first six months of the 
year by firms reporting to the Na- 
tional Electrical Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation topped 2,000,000 units, the as- 
sociation announced recently. 

The 2,180,432 total was 25.5% more 
than were sold in the first half of 
1952 and on a par with sales levels in 
1948 and 1949. It is somewhat behind 
1951 and far behind record breaking 
1950, when more than 3,000,000 units 
were sold in the first six months. 

June sales numbered 343,114 units, 
which is 8% higher than in May and 
8.3% lower than in June last year. 
Of this total, 302,095 units were sold 
within the United States, 20,568 in 
Canada, and 20,451 in other foreign 
countries. Domestic sales were down 
7% from a year ago, Canadian sales 
down 33% and other foreign sales 
down 5.6%. 

For the six months, domestic sales 
were up 24.6% over last year, Cana- 
dian sales up 35.8%, and other for- 
eign sales up 32.9%. 


Report Rise In 1952 
Dehumidifier Shipments 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—A total of 
87,452 mechanically refrigerated de- 
humidifiers valued at $6,295,000 were 
shipped in 1952 by 16 companies re- 
porting to the U. S. Bureau of the 
Census, according to revised figures 
just released. 

The corresponding figures for 1951 
were 55,242 units valued at $3,853,000.

General Sales Manager 


CLEVELAND Apex Rotarex 
Corp., a division of Apex Electrical 
Mfg. Co., has announced the appoint- 
ment of Harold P. Bull, formerly 
field sales manager of Bendix Home 
Appliances, to the newly-created posi- 
tion of general sales manager. 

A. C. Scott, vice president in charge 
of sales, said Bull will direct sales of 
Apex automatic washers, wringer 
washers, dryers, dishwashers, ironers. 
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To find out if room air condi- 
tioner sales had pushed past the 
July 15 “end of season” date, and 
the effect of the late August heat 
wave on sales, Air Conditioning & 
Refrigeration News surveyed retail- 
ers in all parts of the country. 

This report from the field should 
be of considerable interest to all 
who manufacture and sell room air 
conditioners. 


e There is a considerable amount 
of voluntary complaint by the 
more substantial dealers to the 
effect that the inadequate knowl- 
edge about the product by some 
dealers coupled with sloppy instal- 
lation and service work is serving 
to give the industry a “black eye,” 
a factor which could affect future 
sales adversely. 


Those were some of the facts un- 
covered by a survey of dealers, manu- 
facturers, distributors, and _ utilities 
made recently by AIR CONDITIONING 
& REFRIGERATION NEWS. 

The survey confirmed dealers’ 
earlier statements that the room air 
conditioner sales season ends by mid- 


July and even a late heat wave does 


not help much to change the pattern. 
(However, some felt that if the heat 
wave had come in mid-July, it would 
have made a difference). 

Cool weather in late July and early 
August, it appears, reduced consumer 
interest in room coolers to the vanish- 
ing point. Most dealers reported sell- 
ing only a few units after July 15. 
Some said their sales during this 
period were even below those of the 
previous two years. 

A few indicated that their ‘“post- 
season” sales were good and ac- 
counted for fair percentage of the 
year’s total. That these sales were 
the result of individual promotion and 
salesmanship is indicated by the fact 
that other dealers in the same ter- 
ritory reported their sales volume for 
the period to be small. 

John Mooney of Marion, Ind., for 
instance, declared that his sales from 
July 15 to the end of August were 
40% higher than last year. During the 
two-week heat wave at the end of 
August, he attributed one sale to 
the heat, one to a hay-fever sufferer, 
and four to digging up prospects and 
working on them. 

Distributors, with few exceptions, 
were getting none of the post-season 
business. Dealers were working off

7 Industry Groups Plan Concerted Campaign 
Against Abandoned Refrigerator Deaths 


CHICAGO—Steps in a _ concerted 
campaign to end the abandoned re- 
frigerator menace to the lives of 
small children were initiated recently 
be representatives of seven industry 
associations and the National Safety 
Council. 

Called to Chicago to meet with the 
safety committee of the Air Condi- 
tioning and Refrigeration Institute on 
Sept. 3, these representatives agreed 
to work independently but in co- 
operation with each other to bring 
the danger of abandoned equipment 
to the attention of the country at 
large. 

They explained to the others what 
each organization is already doing in 
this regard, suggested additional 
measures that might be undertaken, 
and agreed to assignments to bring 
some of these measures into being. 

Actions to be set into motion are: 

1. A complete package of publicity 
materials will be set up which can be 
sent to all radio stations and news- 
papers in any city where a tragedy 
occurs. The package would include a 
list of activities which local radio sta-

tions, newspapers, city officials, serv- 
ice clubs, Boy Scouts, etc., could 
initiate while the iron is hot. 

George Mills, assistant director of 
ARI; H. T. McDermott, international 
secretary of RSES; and Busby offered 
to cooperate in following through on 
this suggestion. 

2. Spot mentions could be made on 
national radio and television pro- 
grams sponsored by refrigeration 
manufacturers of the hazards inher- 
ent in abandoned equipment. An ex- 
ample of such a program would be 
Don McNeill’s Breakfast Club, spon- 
sored in part by Philco Corp. 

Representatives of the National 
Electrical Manufacturers Association 
present said they would follow 
through and see what could be done.

CHICAGO—Intense interest in food 
plans and freezers marked the 14th 
National Frozen Food Locker conven- 
tion held at the Morrison hotel here 
Sept. 13 to 16. 

Most discussions centered around 
these topics, and the exhibits them- 
selves indicated the sharp change in 
trend from earlier years when many 


locker plant operators were out- 
spokenly antagonistic toward the 
home unit. 


Twenty-one of the 72 exhibitors 
were home freezer manufacturers, 
representing nearly every nationally 
known brand. There was also an 
“Avenue of Brands’’ where commer- 
cial packers of frozen foods displayed 
their wares. 

The two major discussion panels of 
the convention were on the subjects: 
“How To Buy Frozen Foods” and “A 
Food Plan for Every Locker Plant.” 

Another development at this con- 
vention which may offer possibilities 
of refrigeration equipment sales to 
locker plants was the _ Certified 
Freezer Food Suppliers of America 
program. 

One of the requirements of this 
voluntary self-improvement and pro- 
motion program is that sharp-freezer 
temperatures in a “Certified’’ locker 
plant cannot be higher than 0° F. in 
moving air systems or -10° F. in still 
air freezer rooms. 

Even the secretary of the associa- 
tion admitted he couldn’t keep these 
temperatures in his plant under heavy 
summer loads so he was installing a 
new compressor.

Refrigeration Corp.

NEW YORK CITY—tThe new plans 
for Refrigeration Corp. of America 
include the introduction of a line of 
room air conditioning units to be 
marketed under the registered trade 
name of Pleasant-Aire, it was an- 
nounced last week by John Bess, who 
is again taking over as president of 
the company. 

Some un-named midwestern back- 
ers have taken over Refrigeration 
Corp. of America, and Bess will 
maintain executive headquarters in 
New York. A new line of self-service 
ice cream and frozen food cabinets 
will be introduced, it was stated. 

Bess said that distribution of the 
“Frigid Freeze” line of frozen food 
and ice cream cabinets would be 
through factory representatives on a 
direct basis to ice cream manufac- 
turers, frozen food packers, and dis- 
tributors on a plan evolved by Bess 
in 1946 which was basically a five, 
seven, and 10-year lease arrangement.

In 1947 Refrigeration Corp. of 
America produced, sold, and shipped 
11 million dollars in freezer equip- 
ment. During one 30-day period in 
that year, over 5,000 home freezer 
units were sold. In 1947 Bess sold 
100% of the stock of Refrigeration 
Corp. to Noma Electric Corp. 


Some Wines Better If 
Chilled, Says Expert 


NEW YORK CITY — Certain red 
wines—-and some other types, too—do 
not have to be aged a long time to 
be good, according to Frank Schoon- 
maker, local wine importer. 

And those “reds” that are ready 
for drinking in a short time, such 
as the Beaujolais and Bardolino, are 
more agreeable when slightly chilled 
than when served at room tempera- 
ture, he says. Schoonmaker claims 
that these wines taste better at 55 to 
60° F. than at 70 or 80°. 

Back from a _ wine-buying trip 
through western Europe, Schoon- 
maker reported that with refrigera- 
tion becoming more common in 
France, the French were drinking 
Beaujolais, for example, at a lower 
temperature than they once did, and 
finding it better.

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Camden,N.J. Cracks Down 
On Air Conditioners That 
Are Operating ‘Illegally’ 


CAMDEN, N. J. — Public Works 
Commissioner Abbott recently or- 
dered water inspectors to find out 
how many firms or individuals are 
operating air conditioning systems in 
the City of Camden illegally. The 
order applies to the type of equip- 
ment which requires city water. 

At the same time, Abbot and Wa- 
ter Superintendant Sheehan warned 
illegal operators that the city has the 
right to cut off their supplies of wa- 
ter for air conditioning in the event 
of a continuation of a heat wave and 
drought creating a water shortage. 

Sheehan estimated that at least 
1,000,000 gallons of water a day 
flow through air conditioning units 
and out into the city’s sewers. 

Since April, 1945, an ordinance has 
been on the city’s books making it 
unlawful for any individual, firm, or 
corporation to install or operate any 
air conditioning unit or refrigeration 


system for “comfort cooling’ without , 


first obtaining a permit from the 
water superintendent. Violators were 
made subject to a fine of $200 or im- 
prisonment for 90 days or both. 

In April, 1948, the ordinance was 
amended to set up a scale of fees for 
permits, for which there had been no 
charge prior to that time. Under this 
scale, a permit costs $10 for an air 
conditioning unit of one-ton capacity; 
$25 for a unit from one to three tons 
capacity, and $50 for a unit of over 
three tons capacity. 

Abbott and Sheehan admitted that 
this ordinance has been little more 
than a scrap of paper—tucked away 
in the archives of the city clerk’s 
office. Not a penny has been collected 
under it, and no attempt has been 
made to enforce it. 

Sheehan dug into his records and 
found that he had approved only 39 
applications for permits, and all of 
these were granted prior to the 
adoption of the amended ordinance in 
1948. Since that time, Sheehan said, 
not a single application has been ap- 
proved, although air conditioning sys- 
tems using city water have sprung up 
everywhere. 

The ordinance also gives the city the 
right to install water meters on air 
conditioning units or refrigeration 
units so that the users may be 
charged for every drop of city water 
consumed. Sheehan said this provi- 
sion has been enforced. 

Abbott, not satisfied, ordered in- 
spectors to make a citywide check 
to find out how many cooling sys- 
tems are being operated on city 
water, how many have permits, and 
how many do not. 


George’s Appliance Will 
Remove Old Ice Boxes Free 


BUTTE, Mont.—As a public serv- 
ice, George’s Appliance Store in 
Butte has offered to remove any old 
ice boxes from a yard or storage 
place in Butte at no charge. 

The owners of the store were ap- 
palled by the recent wave of child 
deaths in the abandoned ice boxes 
and they inserted an ad in the Butte 
paper which warned:

Court Stops Removal of 
Apt. House Room Coolers 


NEW YORK CITY—The owner of 
a Brooklyn apartment house was re- 
cently temporarily restrained by a 
Supreme Court justice from removing 
10 room coolers owned by tenants. 

In Municipal Court last July, 
Trojan Realty Corp., the apartment 
house owner, contended that the 
tenants owning the air conditioners 
were “squatters” because the window 
units extended six inches beyond the 
building line. A jury agreed with him 
and ruled that the units, installed at 
a cost of from $300 to $400 each, 
would have to be removed. 

The realty concern then asked a 
city marshal to tell the tenants he 
would be forced to act if they did 
not remove the units. However, be- 
fore the marshal could issue his 
warning, the tenants obtained a re- 
straining order from Supreme Court 
Justice Anthony J. DiGiovanna. 

The justice directed that a hearing 
be held by the Appellate Term of the 
Brooklyn Supreme Court before 
further action was taken.

$199.95 prompted the manufacturer to 
point out in another ad published the 
following day that the models actu- 
ally were built in 1950. 

Danforth Radio Ltd., one of the 
largest electrical dealers in this city, 
bought nearly a page of space in 
The Toronto Star to advertise its 
offer. The ad stated: 


“Brand New! In Factory-Sealed 
Crates! . . . Frigidaire Popular 7.6- 
Cu. Ft. Model! ($)199.95 Including 
Frigidaire Factory Warranty .. .” 

But Frigidaire, which halted pro- 
duction of 7.6-cu. ft. models three 
years ago and whose cheapest com- 
parable current model (an 8.8-cu. ft. 
unit) retails at $299, thought the pub- 
lic should be informed of the whole 
story. 

So it ran a three-column wide, 


black-bordered, bold-face ad in the 
next day’s Star stating: “Important 
Notice .... The 7.6-cu. ft. Frigidaire 
refrigerators as advertised yesterday 
by a leading Toronto appliance dealer 
were built and distributed by Frigid- 
aire Products of Canada Limited in 
1950.” 


2 Counties Study Curbs 
On Door-to-Door Selling

More than 160 operators had signed 
up for this new program before the 
convention had ended. 

One of the speakers on the food 
plan panel—Kenneth Wells, vice presi- 
dent of the American National Bank, 
Chicago—cited food plans as a 
phenomenon in modern instalment 
financing. 

“Very poor credit risks have paid 
us promptly,” he said. “Even people 
who told us they didn’t save any 
money and they didn’t like the food 
said they wouldn't part with their 
freezer.” 

An executive of a dairy who was 
also, it developed, vice president of a 
bank, bought a freezer on the food 
plan, he added. 

“Just imagine,” Wells commented, 
“this man paying list price and buy- 
ing on 24-month terms.” 

Wells likened the freezer-food plan 
to a travel agency making all ar- 
rangements for a person taking his 
first trip to Europe. 

“After the first trip most people 
make their own arrangements. The 
food plan gets the freezer into the 
home stocked with frozen foods. It 
makes it easy for people who've 
‘always wanted a freezer’ to get 
started,” he said. 

According to Wells, there was 
nothing wrong with the West Coast 
food plans except “violation of the 
fundamental rules of financing,” par- 
ticularly, not limiting it to well 
established dealers. 

In the panel on frozen foods, the 
chief question and problem of locker 
operators was indicated as that of 


trying to get packers and food dis-

tributors to supply them at a price 
which is competitive with chain 
stores. 

No answer completely satisfactory 
to all operators was offered, but 
Packer Wesley H. Larsen of Ceder- 
green Pack suggested locker plants 
promote king-size 2%-lb. packages 
which are not sold through food 
stores generally and are cheaper per 
ounce than the conventional smaller 
packages.

(Concluded from Page 1, Column 3) 
has undertaken since World War II, 
Loomis reported. 

The first, begun in 1946 and com- 
pleted in 1951, involved the expendi- 
ture of more than $130,000,000 and 
increased production by 50%. The 
current program, now nearing com- 
pletion, will again increase produc- 
tion by 50%, it was said. 

The plant will be operated by the 
Westinghouse Air Conditioning Div., 
now headquartered in Hyde Park, 
Mass. After completion, it is ex- 
pected to provide employment for 
more than 500 men and women of 
this vicinity. Based on the rapid 
growth of this industry, expansion in 
future years is anticipated. 

The plant’s operations are expected 
ultimately to boost the area’s busi- 
ness and industrial payroll by more 
than $2,000,000 annually. Initially, 
purchases of materials and parts 
amounting to several million dollars 
will be made in this general area. 

“Packaged air conditioning units 
from 2 to 15-ton capacities will be 
manufactured at Staunton for ship- 
ment everywhere,” Harry E. Seim, 
Westinghouse vice president and 
manager of the Sturtevant and Air 
Conditioning divisions, told dinner 
guests. 

“These units will include commer- 
cial type as well as residential type 
cooling units, including the combi- 
nation cooling and heating units for 
residential use. The new all-electric 
Westinghouse heat pump, which uses 
only air to provide year-round cool- 
ing and heating, will also be made 
here. 

Higher capacity air condition- 
ing equipment and accessories up to 
100 tons will continue, as at present, 
to be manufactured at other loca- 
tions.” 

Ground will be broken shortly on 
the new 200-acre site, located on the 
property of the former Staunton air- 
port, three miles north of this city on 
U. S. Highway 11. Expected com- 
pletion date is June 1, 1954. 

Of steel and concrete faced with 
brick, the new plant’s manufactur- 
ing areas will be of one-story con- 
struction. A two-story office building 
will also be constructed. The build- 
ings will be adjacent to the line of 
the Chesapeake and Western Rail- 
way which will serve it with two 
spur tracks for receiving and ship- 
ping facilities.

CHICAGO — Salesmen trained as 
freezer specialists are the best way 
to reach new markets opened by the 
trend to upright, large - capacity 
models. 

This is urged by H. L. (Red) Clary, 
vice president in charge of sales of 
the Norge Div. of the Borg-Warner 
Corp. 

“Where a dealer has a _ large 
enough sales force,’’ Clary said, “the 
importance and number of new 
freezer markets warrant setting up 
one man as a food freezer specialist, 
who would devote all his time to 
prospecting and personal follow-up 
calls.” 

New freezer markets listed by 
Clary, in addition to the growing 
home and apartment market, include: 

Institutions, small hospitals, part- 
time lunch rooms, employes’ cafe- 
terias, private clubs, boarding homes, 
country estates and lodges, fraternity 
and sorority houses, and farms. 

Tools for the freezer specialist 
salesman should include prospect lists 
(present owners included), a_tele- 
phone for use day and night, and 
direct mail pieces and _ follow-up 
letters. 

“The specialist should devote three 
days to telephoning, to uncover pros- 
pects,” Clary advised. “The rest of 
the week should be spent in personal 
follow-up calls.” 

Activities of the freezer specialist 
should be closely supervised by the 
dealer and distributor salesman.

chases and any arrangements they 
may have for financing food pur- 
chases. 

Directories are made available to 
dealers to furnish a copy to each 
freezer purchaser together with a 
membership card, signed by the 
dealer, in the “Family Benefit Food 
Plan.”" The dealer also forwards the 
names of freezer purchasers to par- 
ticipating food suppliers so they can 
provide prospective food buyers with 
price sheets and other information. 

In this manner, Millott explained, 
the freezer user is directed to food 
suppliers who can fill his continuing 
needs and is introduced to them 
through the membership card. Sav- 
ings on food bills that may be effected 
by quantity buying“ will depend on 
local conditions, Millott added. 

He said the program has gained 
widespread acceptance and proved an 
effective builder for freezer sales in 
areas where it has been put into use.

William A. Schwartz, Jr., New York 
City dealer, said he placed substan- 
tial orders with two manufacturers, 
“mainly because they offered price 
concessions.” 

Norman Nachman, St. Louis dealer, 


Considers Room Coolers To 
Be Year-Round Business 


Shearn’s of New York City reported 
placing “filler orders” because he 
considers the room cooler business to 
be a year-round proposition. Daniel 
Delan said he expects a big year next 
year and is going to start pushing 
coolers earlier. 

A few distributors said they were 
placing additional orders with the fac- 
tory. Others claimed the factory was 
sold out and they could get no more. 

E. A. Tracey, vice president of 
Mitchell Mfg. Co., Chicago, said that 
his company, for all practical pur- 
poses, was cleaned out. He said that 
the factory had been able to ship 
about 1,000 units to distributors dur- 
ing the late August heat wave. 

Tracey observed that the _ cool 
weather in July and early August 
caused dealers and distributors to 
take “their eye off the air condition-

ing ball.” He said that last year 
Mitchell had shipped units through 
August, but this year orders started 
to fall behind in July, so that natur- 
ally fewer shipments could be made 
in August. 


Price Cutting, Poor Installations 
Chief Complaints 


Dealers replying to the NEWS 
survey had two big complaints to 
make. Most frequently mentioned was 
the sharp price cutting being made 
by their competitors, and, some ad- 
mitted, by themselves. The other was

Frigidaire dealer Wallace Buchanan 
of Carruthersville, Mo. declared that 
during June he could have sold at 
least 15 more units than he did if 
he would sell at prices close to those 
offered by competing dealers.

during the rush season.

The room air 
conditioner situation this summer was 
almost as bad as TV in that everyone 
was kicking it around .. . with the 
philosophy ‘Sell ’em any way you 
can.’

Buchanan wrote that he previously 
had sold between 25 and 40% of his 
air conditioner volume between July 
15 and Aug. 31. But this year, his 
volume during that period has not 
been substantial. 


‘Price Cutting Started 


president of NARDA, asserted that 
his post-season volume had _ been 
much smaller this year than in previ- 
ous years. “Price cutting started on 
July 4 by people who should never 
have been franchised,” he declared. 
“Local inventories were too high. 
Sales were advertised locally at $5 
over cost for cash, 10% over cost for 
time.” 

J. D. Rosella of Greenville, Miss. 
declared that his volume after July 
15 was also low for the same reason. 
“A good many newcomers in the room 
cooler business began to advertise 
units for sale at their cost about the 
latter part of July,” he said. 

An Alabama Power Co. official 
noted that the same situation existed 
in Birmingham. “All kinds of cut 
price advertising was done all the 
way from cost to 10 or 20% under 
cost,” he said. “In many instances 
cuts were made back in April and 
May.” 

And in Chicago, John Ruff of 
Standard Air Service commented: 
“Because Chicago and the midwest 
has had two straight summers with 
continuous hot spells, the discount 
houses and price-cutting dealers have 
entered the room air conditioner field 
more aggressively. They’ve been able 
to sell all they can buy and since they 
buy in large quantities, they are in a 
better position to cut prices. 


Chicago Price Problem 
Started During Last 


Two Years 


“In fact, Chicagoans are becoming 
more and more price conscious on 
room air conditioners and this situa- 
tion has developed in just the past 
two years. 

“It’s not uncommon for at least 100 
people to call Standard Air Service in 
a day asking the price on a room air 
conditioner. And all expect a substan- 
tial discount off suggested list price. 

“With the publicity the price cut- 
ting houses are getting, plus the in- 
creased amount of advertising dollars 
being made available to them, it is 
increasingly difficult to maintain a 
price structure that offers the dealer 
a good margin to work on.” 

Richard Lank of O. B. Lank & 
Son, Harrisburg, Pa., declared that 
the heat wave had brought a big up- 
surge in sales, but that sales were 
made principally because of a good 
price reduction—$100 off. 

Robert Shelly in Atlanta reported

He said that many appliance stores 
in the New York metropolitan area 
do not care about customer com- 
plaints. 

“So we'll have some_ enemies,” 
characterizes the appliance operator 
who cares about nothing except the 
one sale.

ing, Schwartz pointed out. Lines are 
not tested prior to installation in 
many cases, with chaos as the result. 

He cited one example of selling this 
way. The salesman would ask the 
customer who queried about wiring 
if he had an electric refrigerator. If 
the answer was “yes,”’ he would reply, 
“Then what are you worried about.” 

Schwartz called on manufacturers 
to make clear to the public the limi- 
tations on room units and more 
particularly what they should know 
and demand in buying and having the 
unit installed. 

He believes manufacturers should 
take a close look at what is happen- 
ing through allowing what he terms 
“the wrong kind of dealers’ to sell 
room units. Schwartz claims that the 
room air conditioner is definitely not 
an appliance and cannot be sold that 
way—due to installation and service 
requirements—without serious reper- 
cussions on the manufacturers and 
finally on the industry as a whole. 

During the hot spell, New York 
City and its surrounding area were 
treated to a record number of calls 
for service on room units which just 
would not function due to faulty in- 
stallation. 

Complaints in many cases, it was 
reported, were answered with the 
point that “we are not responsible 
for electrical work.” People in apart- 
ments and especially on higher floors, 
were faced with the need for electri- 
cal work that ran to more than the 
original cost of the air conditioner. 

Another difficulty was the selling 
of over-sized air conditioners—such 
as a %-ton unit for a small bedroom.

This also roused a number of cus- 
tomer complaints. 

Another offshoot of this selling with 
no service or knowledge of air con- 
ditioning is the sale of commercial 
units by appliance firms. Air condi- 
tioning dealers reported that some of 
the cases of undercapacity, poor engi- 
neering, and terrible’ installation 
were appalling. 


Water, Voltage Supplies 
Pose Problem In Chicago 


In Chicago, David Forberg, vice 
president of Air Comfort Corp., noted 
that two local conditions have made a 
major problem of service in Chicago. 
One is low water supply and pressure 
in many sections of the city and 
suburbs. The other is low voltage. 

“Added together, they spell trouble 
and more service problems,” says 
Forberg. ‘What we need is not more 
units or more sales. It’s about a dozen 
good servicemen.” 

Incidently, Forberg§ said, “The 
August heat wave gave sales a real 
kick in the pants. Sales for this time 
of the year are by far the best since 
1947 when we sold our entire stock 
in three weeks time.” 

Sales were also good in Dallas, al- 
though three weeks of August were 
abnormally cool, reports the Texas 
Power & Light Co. According to the 
utility’s figures, 4,728 units were sold 
by local dealers in August, just 
slightly less than the high June figure 
of 4,778 units. 

This total was more than local 
dealers had sold in the entire August 
to December period last year. Other 
figures showed that 13,832 air condi- 
tioners were sold in Dallas the first 
seven months of this year as com- 
pared with 13,194 in all of 1952. 


@ June, July Are Best 


Months In Nashville 


The Nashville Electric Service re- 
ported that though there was no rush 
for air conditioners in late August, 
local dealers sold 7,006 units in the 
12 months from Sept. 1, 1952 through 
Aug. 31, 1953. This was more than 
double the 3,294 sold in the previous 
12-month period. 

“The bulk of air conditioning sales 
in this area was made in June and 
the first two weeks in July, due 
primarily to early promotions by the 
utility and individual dealers, and an 
unseasonal hot May and June,” de- 
clared William D. Hall, sales promo- 
tion manager for the utility.

Up Dealer, Service Firm Advertising Code 


MINNEAPOLIS — A code of ad- 
vertising standards based on four 
months research and consultation 
with appliance, radio and TV dealers, 
and service operators has been drawn 
up by the Better Business Bureau 
here. 

Intention of the standards are that 
all dealers: 

“1. Tell the truth and the whole 
truth about what is being offered. 

“2. Avoid all tricky devices and 
schemes such as fake contests, bait 
advertising, fictitious list prices, un- 
true comparative prices, and similar 
practices which prey upon human 
ignorance and gullibility. 

“3. Sell merchandise upon its own 
merits and refrain from knocking 
competitors. 

“4. Tell the customer what he 
wants to know, what he has a right to 
know, and what he ought to know 
about what is being offered so that 
he may buy wisely and obtain the 
maximum satisfaction from his pur- 
chases.” 

In the standards, the BBB recom- 
mended: 

That advertisers be able to furnish 
proof of claims. 

That prices and descriptions of 
products be honestly, conspicuously, 
and completely displayed, with tax, 
warranty, and other essentials clearly 
indicated. 

That written guarantees with all 
conditions and limitations stated be 
presented to customers. 

That merchandise be properly head- 
lined and that use of phrases such as 


“bankruptcy” and “removal sale” be 
limited by the firms to one month's 
advertising. 

That unqualified superlatives not be 
used and illustrative matter should 
be presented with cash prices in all 
cases. 

That comparative prices should be 
prevailing ones with manufacturer’s 
list price mentioned as such. 


That statements such as “no down 
payment” should not be used unless 
it applies to all items advertised.

The bases were loaded for his 
fourth trip to the plate, but he was 
purposely passed, forcing in the win- 
ning run. The Bosox manager took 
full responsibility for this amazing 
signal. Later he explained that he 
couldn’t risk another injury to a 
member of his starting lineup. 


Charlie Gehringer’s name is in- 
scribed in Baseball’s Hall of Fame. 
Nuff sed. Although he seldom made 
the headlines, those who knew base- 
ball best respected his mechanical 
excellence at bat and afield. He was 
a baseball player’s ball player. 


In a Hot Stove League argument 
with a flamboyant radio sportscaster, 
pitcher “Lefty” Gomez of the New 
York Yankees stated the case for 
Charlie succinctly. 


“Gehringer comes up to bat. I 
throw, duck, and when I come up for 
air he’s on second base. Happens 
every time. You say he lacks ‘color,’ 
has no ‘drama.’ Maybe you're right. 
That Gehringer is monotonous, at 
that. He starts out by hitting two 
for five the first game, keeps on do- 
ing it all summer, and then slumps 
a little at the end of the season to 
.348. Gimme that color any time. 
Whatever you may think, it’s black 
for pitchers.” 


Anti-Climax Dept. 


Harry Ejisenstat did a good south- 
paw pitching job for the Detroit 
Tigers in 1938. Next season he was 
traded to the Cleveland Indians. Be- 
hind that trade there was a story. 

Bob Feller fireballed his first games 
for the Indians late in 1938. Still in 
his teens, his blazing high-hard-hurl 
blew batters right off the plate. 
Climaxing his sensational rookieship 
he fanned 18 Detroit Tigers to estab- 
lish an American League record for 
strike-outs in a single game. 

Winning pitcher, however, 
Lefty Harry Eisenstat.

Soon after he’d led the American 
League batters with a .402 average, 
Harry Heilmann barnstormed Michi- 
gan’s Upper Peninsula with a “pick- 
up” group of major leaguers. 

Second game of this barnstorming 
schedule found Heilmann and his 
mates murdering a helpless semi-pro 
outfit. 

In the ninth inning Heilmann 
doubled with two out. Score was 46-0 
in favor of his team at that point, 
and Heilmann was tired, hot, and 
hungry. To end the agony, he high- 
tailed it for third base and was 
thrown out before he could begin a 
slide—just as he planned. 

In the clubhouse, later, Heil- 
mann’s manager fined him for “tak- 
ing unnecessary chances.” 


Thorpe Unparalleled 


Baseball, football, basketball, track 
—you name it, and you'll find that 
Jim Thorpe excelled in it. He was 
superlative in everything. Even in 
National league baseball he was good 
enough to stay up in the majors a 
few seasons. 

Jim had one weakness. Curves. 
(And we don’t mean the feminine 
variety.) 

There’s a legend that, with men 
on first and third and Thorpe at bat, 
his manager signalled for a double 
steal. Big Jim missed the signal, kept 
his bat on his shoulder, and the 
catcher had an easy assist at second 
base. The strong-armed keystone 
sacker fired a perfect strike back 
to the catcher so as to nip the runner 
coming home from third. To the 
astonishment of everyone in the park 
Thorpe leaned into the throw and 
dented the centerfield scoreboard. He 
explained later: 


“It was too good to miss. Hadn't 
seen a fast ball in weeks.” 


Errors Unparalleled 


Although Smead Jolley was one of 
the foremost batters of his day, old- 
timers insist that he possibly was the 
most inept outfielder in American 
League history. (Detroit fans may 
argue that point.) 

At least he was the only player on 
record who was charged with three 
errors on a single play. The incident 
occurred at Sportman’s Park in St. 
Louis when Jolley was playing right 
field for the Chicago White Sox. 

Jolley was in his r. f. position when 
a batter hit a single in his direction. 
Smead fumbled it for his first error. 

He chased the ball, finally got hold 
of it, dropped it for a second time; 
tried to pick it up again and kicked 
it away. Meanwhile the runner had 
gained third base. 

With a mighty effort the hapless 
right fielder grasped the runaway 
ball firmly . . . and threw it wildly 
over third base into the grandstand. 
The runner scored on this third error.

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Selling Meat for Freezer Owners 


Trade Magazine Tells How 3 Retailers Merchandise Their Meats To Get 
Their Share of $5,000,000 Being Spent by Freezer Owners This Year 


ST. LOUIS — Home freezers are 
here to stay and it is a wise meat 
merchant who plans now to serve the 
freezer owner, says the meat trade 
magazine ‘‘Meat—Fresh and Frozen 
Food—Merchandising.” 

Devoting its September issue to 
freezer-food plans and their effect 
on conventional food retailing, the 
magazine pointed out that the total 
food bills of freezer-owning families 
this year will be well in excess of 
$5,000,000,000. 

“Not all of these foods will be 
frozen; but as freezer-owning fami- 
lies, these people will do most of 
their food buying where they can get 
satisfactory frozen foods,’ the maga- 
zine states. 


PLENTY OF BUSINESS IF 
MERCHANT GOES AFTER IT 


The September issue carries stories 
on three meat merchants who have 
gone deeply into the business of serv- 
ing freezer-owning families. Each op- 
eration was different in its emphasis, 
but all agreed that there is plenty of 
business to be had from home freezer 
owners if the merchant goes after it. 

One story is about Fred Wagner 
and his son William of Milwaukee, 
who claim to have recently opened 
the first “Freezer Service Station” in 
the United States. The Wagners 
started serving as a meat source for 
frozen food plans a little more than 
a year ago. Finally the business got 
so big that they decided to build a 
new building to just handle their 
food plan business. 

The new building, about two miles 
from the original meat market, was 
opened last June. It has about 7,200 
sq. ft. of space on the ground floor 
and 1,800 sq. ft. in a partial second 
floor that is used for food plan sales- 
men’s meetings and for office space. 

The ground floor is laid out with 
six meat processing lines, each 20 ft. 
long, a 30 by 18-ft. freezer storage 
and sharp freezing area, and a 20 by 
30-ft. normal temperature meat 
cooler. 

Each of the meat processing tables 
is equipped with a power saw, a meat 
cutter, and room for several wrap-

pers. With all busy, the Wagner's 
estimate they can process 120 orders 
per day, though at the time of the 
report, they were only doing half 
that. 

The Wagners now serve seven food 
plans, giving them a customer mail- 
ing list of some 11,000 freezer owners. 
They require a minimum $50 order in 
order to justify processing and de- 
livery costs. An order of $100 or 
more may be financed, but the Wag- 
ners say that 95% of their re-order 
customers pay cash. 

The Wagners have three refriger- 
ated trucks that make deliveries in 
Milwaukee and vicinity. For outlying 
areas, they have arranged with cold 
storage plants in those localities to 
act as sub-stations. Wagner’s truck 
delivers to the sub-station and the 
freezer owner picks up his food order 
there. 

The Wagners not only sell meats, 
but also purchase commercially 
frozen fruits, vegetables, and other 
prepared foods. They store these in 
their freezer and sell them as needed 
to their customers. 


ACTS AS FOOD SOURCE FOR 
LOEB’S FREEZER-FOOD PLAN 


A second story is about Max Keen 
of Lafayette, Ind, Keen is acting as 
meat source for the freezer-food 
plan promoted by Loeb’s Department 
Store. Loeb’s sells the plan and 
finances it, paying Keen immediately 


for the food order. The store will @ 


also finance reorders, again giving 
Keen his money right away. This ar- 
rangement is very satisfactory with 
Keen as he does not have to worry 
about delayed payments. It is also 
satisfactory with Loeb’s which col- 
lects 6% interest on the financing. 

Though Loeb’s salesmen sell the 
initial order, it is up to Keen to sell 
the re-orders. With financing avail- 
able, this has proved to be no trouble 
so far for Keen and has brought him 
a steady business. At least 75% of 
original buyers have placed repeat 
orders. 

Keen has found that he can meet 
expenses and show a profit if he gets 
a minimum of three new food orders 


high

per week averaging between $250 
or $300. So far he has had no diffi- 
culty in staying above the minimum. 

Keen has not only been happy 
with his food plan business, but he 
has worked up a good side business 
supplying Purdue university fratern- 
ity houses, which are equipped with 
freezers. 


GIVES UP FOOD PLAN SALES 
BUT CATERS TO FREEZER 
OWNERS 


The third story is about George H. 
Reinhardt of St. Louis, who tried 
working as a food source for a 
freezer-food plan and gave it up as 
a bad job. He refused to make de- 
liveries all over the city and to sell 
commercially frozen foods at a dis- 
count. But being a natural promoter, 
he did not let his experience go to 
waste. Besides, he had invested in 
two 25-cu. ft. freezers and had ar- 
ranged his working space for freezer 
cutting operations. 

In his newspaper advertising, he 
started promoting his store as a 
source of food for the freezer. He 
pointed out that he was prepared to 
cut, wrap, freeze, and label meats for 
storage in the freezer. In addition, 
he provided only high grade meats. 

He did not offer discounts, although 
he would feature specials, just as any 
other meat merchant does. 

After a small space advertising 
campaign to test the interest of local 


home freezer owners, he splashed 
with a full-page ad telling about his 
freezing services. 

The first week, he got orders for 
60 sides of beef. He was embarrassed 
to have to tell his customers that they 
would have to wait a week for their 
orders. But he soon discovered that 
home freezer owners didn’t mind. 
They were not buying for immediate 
use and didn’t mind waiting for their 
order. 

Since then, Reinhardt has been 
getting a steady eight to 15 sides of 
beef a week in new and re-orders, 
which is about all he can handle 
with his limited shop facilities. 

Reinhardt has now built up a 
clientele of more than 300 freezer 
owners. A short time ago, when he 
got a good buy on veal, he put a girl 
on the telephone to call his customers. 
By the time she had called 30, she 
had orders for 18 sides of veal. Rein- 
hardt reluctantly told her to stop 
because he knew he couldn't handle 
any more. 

Reinhardt has great faith in the 
future of the freezer, and believes 
that it is bringing a change in food 
store merchandising. Talking with his 
customers who regularly patronize 
his meat market, he asks if they 
own a freezer. Most do not, but 
almost all indicate that they would 
like to own one. 

Says Reinhardt: “We are getting 
past the stage in which you have to

justify home freezers on the basis of 
savings. When they get to the point 
that they want the freezer, that’s 
the primary consideration. They don’t 
save money by owning television sets; 
they don’t save money by owning 
room coolers. But when they want 
them, they find a way to buy them. 
That's what is happening now to 
home freezers; and I think it would 
be difficult to overestimate the effect 
this will have on the food store of 
the future.”

How Big Government Grows 


TYRANICAL POWER grows in this manner: hearing about 
sad personal troubles may arouse sincere citizens to “do some- 
thing about it.” They alert tales of bad luck (or miscarriages of 
justice) to the attention of law-makers. Both leap to an un- 
warranted conclusion: “There ought to be a new law.” 


Rarely does their particular problem, or the new law which 
presumably ameliorates it, affect every American citizen equally. 
Nevertheless “reform” legislation does apply equally to all of us. 
Any citizen may be hurt by the actions of high-minded “reformers” 
who intend to help an unhappy minority. (Butter is a good present 
illustration). 

Willy-nilly results of reforming legislation aren’t always what 
the proponents of that particular law had in mind, however, or 
expected would happen. 

Interpreters and administrators of a new law can do strange 
things with it. As soon as legislation becomes valid the question 
arises as to whether or not it applies in this or that particular 
situation. Administrators, jealous of their power, and humanly 
eager to expand it, normally decide that it does apply in most 
borderline cases. The size of their bureaus (and their own 
salaries) can be increased by “empire building.” (Way to get 
ahead in political bureaucracy—under our Civil Service rules—is 
to hire more people). 

Growth of bureaucratic power means more work, and more 
jobs, for more administrators. They increase their power at the 
expense of freedom for businessmen, and by slashing disposable 
income (more money to spend) of too-long ignored taxpayer con- 
sumers. 

Parenthetically, it should be mentioned that certain citizens 
are more than willing to help an administrator expand his opera- 
tions. Sad to relate, thousands of otherwise sane voters invent 
ways and means of qualifying for the “benefits” of a law which 
(they think) gives them something for nothing. Small-time 
fanaglings of a million “dead-beats” thus are added to the self- 
protective desire of government administrators to increase their 
power and pelf. Result: you and I are mulcted and milked by 
Pressure Groups. 

Creative human energy dedicated to the national weal arises 
and shines only when government is limited to the equal protection 
of individuals. When that protection principle is safeguarded 
within a nation (and so often it isn’t!) its people invariably enjoy 
a decent life of relative happiness. 

Nearly all reforming laws violate this basic principle, how- 
ever. They penalize the producer and reward the “free rider.” 
Hence, the flow of creative human energy is inhibited. If so-called 
“liberal” laws authorize more and more unearned withdrawals 
from the stream of goods and services provided by imaginative 
producers, the latter quit working and thinking so hard, or retire 
to die too early. 

Conscientious citizens (along with the “bleeding hearts’) 
thereupon are entrapped in a vicious circle. Government adminis- 
trators need more and more tax money to enlarge the scope of 
their “helpful” activities. Ever-increasing taxes, at the same time, 
bestir ground-down voters to recapture some of the money taken 
from them by over-weaning governors and law-givers. 

Government, by definition, is coercion. We should hesitate be- 
fore turning over any personal problems, or the troubles of others, 
to a presumed National Bureau of Comfort.

Barkow Conditioner Available Without Plenum 


KEY NO. C-930——— 


MILWAUKEE—- August G. Barkow 
Mfg. Co., Inc. has recently redesigned 
its CU-3 self-contained air condition- 
ing unit so that it can be made avail- 
able either with plenum or without 
plenum for ductwork, the company 
announced recently. 

A 3-hp. unit, it was originally de- 
signed for use in small commercial 
applications such as taverns and 
stores. But, without plenum, it is now 
designed also for use in homes. 

With only the attachment for duct- 
work, over-all height of the unit has 
been reduced from 48 to 35 in. It oc- 
cupies only 6% sq. ft. of floor space. 
A simple sheet metal installation 
hooks it up with existing ductwork, 
the company says. 

The CU-3 is equipped with auto- 
matic thermostat and hermetically 
sealed condensing unit with cooling 
coil surface on the side. All parts are 
accessible from the front panel for 
cleaning and servicing. Special filters 
remove dust, dirt, pollen, and other 
foreign matter from the air. Finished 
in a woodland green hameroid, the 
unit is shipped assembled ready for 
installation. 

The 3-hp. compressor operates on 
-220 volts, either single or three phase. 
“Freon-22” is the refrigerant. Con-

Water-Cooled Head 
As Slugging Cause 


QUESTION: 


We have some slugging in a com- 
pressor when it first starts. It has 
a water-cooled head and when the 
water valve sticks open as it some- 
times does, the head gets pretty cold. 
I wonder if we could disconnect the 
water from the compressor head. 


ANSWER: 


Although it would be better to re- 
place it with an air-cooled head, you 
probably could disconnect the water 
from the water-cooled compressor 
head without hurting anything. This 
is particularly true if it is an air 
conditioning installation, or even an 
ordinary medium temperature instal- 
lation. 

Water-cooled compressor heads are 
really quite helpful on low tempera- 
ture jobs where the ratio of com- 
pression is high and/or where the 
suction gas to the compressor is 
super-heated a great deal. On such

jobs the heat of compression is apt 
to be high, and the water-cooled 
head is helpful to keep the com- 
pressor body cool. 

If the water valve sticks during 
the off cycle, the cold water going 
through the water-cooled head chills 
the entire compressor including the 
crankcase and the oil. As a result, 
the oil will absorb a great deal more 
refrigerant from the suction gas. 

Then when the compressor starts, 
there is a sharp reduction of suction 
pressure and crankcase pressure, and 
the refrigerant boils up out of the 
oil, causing it to foam. Thus it is 
much more agitated than normally, 
and more of it gets into the cylin- 
ders, resulting in what we call 
“slugging” and “oil-pumping.” 

It is preferable for the compres- 
sor body to be warm—at least, 
warmer than the evaporator—-when 


_ the compressor starts. 


COMPRESSOR OIL CHECK VALVE 


Perhaps, however, you can cure 
your trouble in some other way. The 
compressor oil check valve may not 
be holding tightly closed like it 
should, during the first minute or 
two after the compressor starts. If 
it stays closed, it holds crankcase 


which the water valve is set to close. 

The water continues to flow 
through the condenser, so the con- 
denser is soon cool—cool enough that 
its pressure is reduced to the pres- 
sure at which the water valve closes. 


In the meantime, no water is pass- 
ing through the receiver, so its pres- 
sure stays high until finally it gets 
down to about room temperature. 
Since its pressure is greater than 
that in the condenser, the receiver 
pressure goes up into the condenser 
and thus keeps the condenser pres- 
sure up, and this keeps the water 
valve open. 

A check valve in the refrigerant 
line between the receiver and the con- 
denser keeps the high pressure in 
the receiver from getting back into 
the condenser and affecting the water 
valve. 

In this way the water valve can 
cut off as soon as the water passing 
through the condenser gets the con- 
densing pressure down to the pres- 
sure at which the water valve closes. 
Otherwise, it has to wait until the 
receiver cools down; and in fact it 
may never get as cool as the con- 
denser, making it just that much 
harder for the water valve to close. 


frosting system,.we were called on 
slipping belts. We tightened them 
but in a few hours they were loose 
again. The motor base was tight. 
Could it be that on the defrosting 
time a high head pressure could have 
done it? 


ANSWER: 


The belts supplied during and 
since World War II use quite a bit of 
synthetic and perhaps reclaimed 
rubber. It is characteristic of these 
belts that they have quite a little 
initial stretch. 

During the first few days after new 
belts are put on, they stretch enough 
that they have to be re-tightened. 
Ordinarily, however, after this first 
stretch, the belts will run for months 
or even years without having fo 
be tightened again. 

In your case, the belts are prob- 
ably loaded rather heavily by hav- 
ing to start the compressor against 
the high pressures that follow de- 
frosting. Belts can be overloaded just 
as a motor can, and it is just possible 
that the belts on this unit were not 
sized with the expectation of their 
having to frequently start the com- 
pressor against high pressures. 

If the belts are overloaded, there 
is not much that you can do about it 
short of changing the motor and 
compressor pulleys to use belts of 
larger cross-section or perhaps two 
instead of one belt, or three instead 
of two belts, etc. 

Another thing that contributes to 
belts stretching is that some units 


consequently have to be kept ab- 
normally tight to keep them from 
slipping. This is hard on the belts 
and on the bearings of the motor 
and compressor, and is frequently a 
contributing cause of seal breakage. 

You should, of course, be sure that 
there is no oil on the belts, for oil 
will cause a belt to slip even though 
it is normally tight enough. 

Some servicemen put a little oil on 
belts if the belts squeak. This is bad 
practice, for it not only adds to belt 
slippage, but oil causes rubber to 
soften and deteriorate. 

Squeaky belts are usually caused 
by mis-alignment, belts not fitting 
the pulley grooves properly, or other 
mis-application of belts. If belt 
squeaking can be cured no other way, 
a little talcum powder held in the 
palm of the hand and rubbed on the 
V_ side of the belts will stop the 
squeaking and not damage the belt.

pressure up, keeps the oil from foam- 
ing and thus holds down slugging. 
The bleeder hole from the crankcase 
to the suction line allows the crank- 
case pressure to slowly reduce to 
equal suction pressure. 

Obviously, the water valve should 
not stick open. There may be some- 
thing wrong with it, so it should be 
opened, cleaned, and repaired or re- 
placed. If the water is quite dirty, it 
would be well to use a good strainer 
in the water line ahead of the valve. 

Another thing to check. By any 
chance, the water is not connected 
up wrong, is it? It should pass 
through the water valve first, then 
the condenser, and finally through 
the compressor head, although there 
are some arrangements that by-pass 
some of the water through the water- 
cooled head. At any rate it should 
not pass through the compressor 
head before the condenser. 


CONDENSER CHECK VALVE 
HELPS WATER VALVE CLOSE 


A check valve in the refrigerant 
line from the condenser to the re- 
ceiver is very helpful in a _ water- 
cooled unit, whether the compressor 
heads are water-cooled or not. It 
helps the water valve to close quickly 
after the compressor stops. 

When the compressor stops, the 
condenser and receiver are both 
warm and the condensing pressure is 


high, thus the water valve stays 
open until the condensing pressure 
can get down to the pressure at

Curved Bakery Display In Grocery Directs 
Flow of Traffic To Assure Maximum Sales 


LINCOLN, Neb.—-The problem of 
how to direct traffic smoothly from 
the frozen food cases along the east 
wall to the dairy products and meat 
cases along the south wall proved to 
be a poser for the Cornhusker Mar- 
ket here. It was complicated by the 
fact that the supermarket had a 
vegetable trimming room which pro- 

Se jected onto the floor, tending to 
= “scatter” traffic that should proceed 

eo from the frozen food cases to the 
ane meat department. 

Owners Anthony and Michael Mes- 

- sineo decided that the answer was 

i a curved wall vending fixture. If the 
contour of the vegetable trimming 
room were followed, they reasoned, 
customers would be drawn naturally 
from the east or entrance-side of 
the supermarket around to the meat 
and dairy products section across the 
rear of the floor. 

A carpenter was consulted and 
plans drawn for the new fixture. Re- 
sult was a 25-ft. curved fixture cost- 


ing about $200 which followed around 
the L-shaped projecting room. The 
six-shelf fixture was designed espe- 
cially for the display of bakery prod- 
ucts. In set-back arrangement for 
better display and easier self-service, 
the three bottom shelves were made 
larger to hold bread. The three upper 
shelves were built on a slant to 
greatly increase display effectiveness 
of cakes, pies, and other pastries. 

The latter arrangement, incident- 
ally, entirely eliminated damaged 
frosting and pies incurred by piling 
one cake or pie on top of another 
in the gondola racks formerly used 
for bakery products. 

Several conventional wall cases 
showing various items had been tried 
previously, Anthony Messineo pointed 
out, but none had brought about the 
desired continuity in traffic flow be- 
tween the two groups of refrigerated 
self-service vending cases. 

Result of the new fixture has been 
that sales of frozen foods and dairy 


products have shown an increase of 
about 15% in six months’ time. One 
of the chief reasons for this, the Lin- 
coln grocers pointed out, is that 
customers now shop clear to the end 
of the last frozen food case on the 
east wall, instead of breaking away 
and heading directly for the meat 
department. 

The contoured bakery goods fix- 
ture also guides them around to the 
reach-in dairy case which adjoins 
the fixture on the south wall. Many 
customers formerly missed this case 
or shopped the end nearest the meat 
cases. 

Most spectacular benefit of the new 
fixture, Messineo continued, was its 
effect on bakery products sales. Daily 
turnover of pastries and cakes now 
is more than double the volume previ- 
ously experienced. Bread sales also 
have increased. The more profitable 
delicate pastry lines that formerly 
could not be carried, now are volume 
sellers. A spotlight mounted on a 
nearby floor column helps draw atten- 
tion to the attractive fixture.

Refrigeration Prolongs 
Shelf Life of Lemons 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — Lemons 
will retain a fresh attractive appear- 
ance for a longer period if refrig- 
erated. Overnight storage in cold 
rooms is recommended if no equip- 
ment is available for daytime refrig- 
eration. 

These were suggestions for pro- 
longing the shelf life of lemons made 
by William E. Lewis, senior horti- 
culturist for the division of handling, 
transportation, and storage of horti- 
cultural crops, after he conducted ex- 
tensive tests for the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Lewis also found that sprinkling 
with water several times daily had 
no harmful effect on the quality of 
the lemons and often proved benefi- 
cial. Sprinkling at the higher temper- 
atures reduced weight and size losses 


that occurred in lemons that were 


kept dry. 

Lewis reported that lemons dis- 
played continuously at room temper- 
atures for a week or more frequently 
become excessively soft, the skins 
dry, and the lemons shrink in size 
and become unattractive. 

To get his data, Lewis displayed 
lemons for 10 days in a non-refrig- 
erated case during the daytime, and 
in 32° F. and 40° F. walk-in coolers 
at night, on a false bottom and regu- 
lar rack in a mechanically refrig- 
erated case of the convection type, 
and in an ice bed case. 

All lemons used in the tests were 
obtained in original containers from 
the Washington, D. C. wholesale 
produce market. They were of 360 
size. 

Tests were conducted in every 
month of the year except June.

Chilled Sea Water Keeps 
Fish Fresher than Ice 
While on Way To Port 


OTTAWA, Ont., Can.—Canadians 
who like ocean fish will be getting a 
finer, firmer, fresher product on their 
dining room tables one of these days 
as a result of a new technique de- 
veloped by the Fisheries Research 
Board of Canada. 

The board, in a scientific report 
just issued, says that fish can be 
landed in port in better condition 
through the use of chilled sea water 
as a refrigerant rather than ice. 

According to the report, fish 
brought to port using this new sys- 
tem were “plump, wholesome, fresh- 
looking fish which could scarely be 
distinguished from fresh-caught fish 
even by experienced fishermen.” 

After 19 days in chilled sea water, 
96% of those on a large panel of 
tasters preferred the fish that had 
been in the sea water. 

They said they were’ moister 
and held their shape better after 
cooking. In addition, there was an 
“extremely low bacterial count” on 
the fish handled in the sea water tank. 

The cooling of the sea water is 
done mechanically through an elec- 
tric battery system. Wooden fishing 
vessels need no special insulating for 
this process. Since it eliminates the 

use of ice, it will reduce costs.

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Glass Fiber Insulation 
Said To Reduce Costs 


PITTSBURGH ~—- Substantial sav- 
ings in costs of materials and labor 
reportedly were realized when a glass 
fiber insulation was used on brine 
lines at the packing plant of Fried & 
Reineman Co., one of the largest 
meat distributors in this area. 

It was the desire of the chief engi- 
neer of that firm, Francis Yost, to 
get away from using cork on his 
brine lines due to the cost and the 
need for experienced labor to do the 
job. One day he decided to have a 
try at the changeover himself. 

A job came up in the bacon cooler 
and cutting room. The lines were 
small and the quantity of material 
needed, too, was small. The brine 
lines operate at 20° F. 24 hours a 
day, five days a week, and alternately 
on Saturday and Sunday. 

Yost decided to make a test of the 
application of Ultralite glass fiber 
insulation to his piping. Here is how 
the job was done by Fried & Reine- 
man maintenance personnel: 


PROCEDURE OUTLINED 


The lines first were painted with 
tar lap cement. An application of 
15-lb. felt paper was made, followed 
by a l-in.-thick layer of Ultralite 
#75. 

Then came a second layer of 15-lb. 
felt paper, followed by another 1-in.- 
thick layer of Ultralite #75. The 
finish coating was 45-lb. roofing 
paper, tar-coated. 

Had the lines been nested in such 
a way that they could have been 
covered altogether, the job would

have been done that way. 

The following quantities of piping 
were covered: 75 lin. ft.-1-in. iron 
pipe, approximately 5 1-in. valves, 6 
fittings; 109 lin. ft.- %-in. iron pipe, 
4 valves, 8 fittings; 68 lin. ft. - \%-in. 
iron pipe, 1 valve, 6 fittings. 


COSTS CITED 

Total amount of material sold to 
the company was 400-sq. ft. of 1-in.- 
thick #75 Ultralite; one roll of 15-lb. 
saturated felt; 3 rolls of 45-lb. roof- 
ing paper; 18 balls of twine; and 10 
gals. of fibre cement. Total material 
cost, $8.90. 

As to the labor involved, applica- 
tion of Ultralite took about 75 hours; 
was done at a cost of about $115. The 
application of cork for the same 
number of manhours would have cost 
Yost three times as much, it was 
estimated. 

The sales engineer for Industrial 
Insulation, Inc., who reported the 
job, said he called back at the Fried 
& Reineman plant on two occasions 
and found the lines to be free from 
frost and operating at top efficiency. 


FAILINGS ATTRIBUTED 
TO NEGLIGENCE 


On a third visit, he pierced the 
Ultralite pipecovering in several 
places; found it to be frost-free. Two 
of the fittings did show some signs 
of frost, which Yost attributed to 
negligence in the application. 

Because of the effectiveness of the 
job, Yost decided to use the glass 
fiber insulation in other places in his

plant. He has insulated two horizontal 
process melting vats, each 6-ft. in 
diameter by 15-ft. long, with Ultra- 
lite. 

The vats are operated at approxi- 
mately 275° F. temperature. #75 
Ultralite, 2-in. thick, has been applied 
to the vessels. Over the Ultralite a 
6-0z. canvas jacket was stapled and «. 
pasted into place. Asbestos cement 
was not used over the Ultralite before 
applying the canvas jacket since 
these melting vessels are constantly 
being repaired. 

Still a third application of the in- 
sulation has been made in the bacon 
cooler. Ultralite in a solid 2-in. thick- 
ness has been applied to the outside 
and wall of the cooler, including the 
windows. Now the room cannot pick 
up temperature from the sun during 
the hours it shines on the outside of 
the wall.

Determining Length 
Of Capillary Tube 


“Of all the five basic types of re- 
frigerant metering or _ pressure- 
reducing devices, the capillary tube, 
so-called, is the simplest; yet, in 
some ways, the most mysterious in 
its operation,” comments Virgil C. 
James of Cuba, Mo. 

“There exists no ‘rational’ formula 
for exactly calculating its perform- 
ance in advance. Hence all manufac- 
turers have been forced to adopt the 
‘cut-and-try’ method of finding the 
correct bore and length for their 
particular application. 

“During World War II when ‘save 
scarce materials’ was the watch- 
word, we did some ‘cutting and try- 
ing’ of our own. Two jobs especially 
stand out in memory, because they 
were typical of results obtained,” 
James recalls. 

“The first was a small 1936 do- 
mestic Kelvinator with, of course, 
open belt-driven unit, and with high- 
side float as pressure-reducing device. 
The float became inoperative, and, 


having no replacement, we resorted 
to the following procedure: 

“First, purge out sulphur dioxide; 
second, remove the float completely; 
third, cut a 4,¢-in. length of .031 i.d. 
cap tube; fourth, cut a length of \4- 
in. copper tubing about half an inch 
shorter than the length of cap tube. 

“Fifth, place flare nuts on each 
end of this piece of copper tubing 
and flare; sixth, insert length of cap 
tube into and through \-in. tube so 
that the cap tube protrudes about a 
quarter inch on each end; seventh, 
solder between quarter-inch and cap 
tubes at each end so that open space 
between the two is closed, but keep 
solder off flare of the %-in. tube. 

“Eighth, install this assembly in 
the liquid line, with a good dehydra- 
tor-strainer immediately ahead of it, 
and install it inside the cabinet 
(cooled space) as close to the eva- 
porator as possible; ninth, test sys- 
tem for leaks (an easy matter with 
sulphur dioxide). 

“Tenth, purge and draw a vacuum 
on the system, break vacuum by 
charging to zero gauge, then draw 
vacuum again (the double evacua- 
tion method, so well described by 
Paul Reed, which we used even then) ; 


an hour, to see if the system will hold 
vacuum against outside air pressure 
on compressor seal. This point was 
‘especially important on open-type 
sulphur dioxide machines. 

“Lastly, we went ahead _= and 
charged the unit in the usual manner, 
until desired frostback was obtained 
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| the assembly 


on evaporator. 

“Now, our l4s-in. length of cap 
tube was purely arbitrary, and was 
selected mainly because that was 
about as much space as was available 
inside the small cabinet to permit 
being looped once,” 
James explains. 

“It was installed inside a piece of 
\44-in. tubing both to protect the cap 
tube itself from damage, and to pro- 
vide better leak prevention with the 
use of flare nuts instead of merely a 
| joint soldered with the somewhat in- 
ferior solders we had to use at that 
time. 

“The solder closing off the %4-in. 
tubing around the cap tube at each

end was, of course, to force the 
liquid refrigerant to enter the cap 
tube instead of merely passing 
through the 4-in. copper tube. Per- 
haps it would have been sufficient to 
solder at the upper end only; but in 
case a pinhole was left there, then 
the ‘plug’ at the lower end would 
stop that. 

“The other job referred to was 
done in almost identically the same 
way, but with a Chieftain open com- 
pressor, a rebuilt and assembled unit, 
and methyl chloride as the refriger- 
ant. Both these units cycled well 
(though the methyl job did tend to 
short-cycle slightly), and each oper- 
ated without a hitch for about four 
years, until the owners were able to 
trade them in on new boxes. 


“On larger jobs, such as custom- 
built chest freezers, we have success- 
fully used variations of this pro- 
cedure, such as inserting a_ short 
length of cap tube within the cabinet 
(cooled space), with a dehydrator- 
strainer right ahead of it. This length 
of cap tube acted as a choke to pre- 
vent frosting of the liquid line out- 
side the cabinet from the high-side 
float mounted on the remote condens- 
ing unit base. This made a very effi- 
cient installation, with ‘Freon’ as re- 
frigerant. 

“It will be noted that in every 
case the cap tube, whether used as 
the prime and only metering device 
or merely as a secondary choke, was 
placed inside the cooled space, where 
its performance was entirely satisfac- 
tory,”’ points out James. 


“However, in other cases we tried 
placing various lengths of .031 cap 
tube in the warm space of the con- 
densing unit housing, and in these 
cases results were never satisfactory 
unless about 3 to 5 ft. of the cap 
tube were soldered to the suction line 
to form a heat exchange assembly. 
The service manuals of all condens- 
ing unit manufacturers are very ex- 
plicit on this point, and anyone not 
heeding these instructions courts 
failure and customer dissatisfaction. 


“From our own experience we 
would say, first, that the bore or in- 
ternal diameter of the cap tube 
has the prime metering or restricting 
effect, with the length of lesser im- 
portance; second, that the refriger- 
ant flowing through the cap tube 
must be subcooled to some extent 


before entering the evaporator, either 
by having part or all of the cap tube 
within the cooled space or by having 
it soldered to the cool suction line for 
half or more of its length,” James 
believes.

House Committee on Un-American 
Activities, which fired the opening 
gun in the present campaign to ex- 
pose the growing cancer of Com- 
munism, points out that in 1947 the 
American Youth for Democracy or- 


ganization (disbanded shortly after- 
ward) claimed 60 chapters in colleges 
in 14 States, with a total membership 
of 16,194. The Labor Youth League 
in early 1950, the report continues, 
claimed total membership of 5,879 in 
14 States and the District of Colum- 
bia, of which 1,162 were college and 
582 were high school students.

ADJUSTMENT OF THE VALVE 


The two important points to be con- 
sidered in determining the proper ad- 
justment of a high-side pressure op- 
erated water regulating valve are: 

1. Temperature of water available 
for condensing purposes. 

2. Desireable operating high-side 
pressure as determined by water con- 
sumption vs. electrical consumption. 

Temperature of water available for 
condensing is a very important factor 
in the proper adjustment of this type 
of water valve. When valve adjust- 
ment is improperly made with re- 
gard to the temperature of the water, 
the valve will fail to close at the end 
of the running phase of the cycle, 
thus permitting water to be wasted. 

The temperature of the water used 
for condensing determines the sys- 


de> 


tem discharge pressure during the off 
cycle. With improper adjustment, the 
valve’s closing point will be below the 
off cycle discharge pressure of the 
system, so water will flow continu- 
ously. For proper operation the valve 
must be adjusted to a higher open- 
ing. 

The accompanying table shows the 
minimum water valve opening pres- 
sure settings recommended for vari- 
ous water temperatures and refrig- 
erants. 


AIR IN SYSTEM 


Presence of air in the refrigerating 
system also may easily increase off 
cycle discharge pressures above the 
closing point of the valve. 

Remedy for this condition, of 
course, is not to change the valve 
setting but to purge all the air from 
the system. After purging, the valve 
opening point should be checked with 
the accompanying table to make 
certain that the setting is correct for 
the water temperature.

“With 2 million old boxes being 
discarded every year, it will be over 
30 years before this problem is 
entirely disposed of, as we now have 
60 million refrigerators in use,” he 
declared. 

He suggested that part of the prob-

Howe went on record as being anx- 
ious to cooperate with all groups in 
the removal of the hazard of aban- 
doned equipment. He suggested the 
use of a magnetic latch or lever- 
type releasing latch, and said that 
his organization would give publicity

Reed offered for consideration a 
new safety slogan, “The Life You 
Save May Be Your Own—Child’s.” 

Busby suggested that the ARI 
safety sticker be supplied to service- 
men to put on each domestic refrig- 
erator which they service. He also 
suggested that a new sticker be de- 
veloped to be placed on the door of 
any refrigerator left on the premises 
after delivery of a new one. The 
sticker would read as follows: 


“This box can become a 
DEATH TRAP 
if it is to be stored in any 
place accesible to children. 
Remove the lock. 
SAVE A CHILD'S LIFE!”
